wa would caution farmer, not to be led av.iv 
by . seme! ess p.n in to sacrilke their property 
tb rough neediest alarm." 

Corn ta not only a mott legitimate, but a 
most natural mbject of tpeouliiian. Fiom the 
eirltrii limes iccumiilati.ini of grain have bean 
the ehief means of increasing wealth, of icqnir- 
111 ; influence, of aultatning power, of prei rr- 
ing uattuni, and btnelUing the world. Tbt 
certiinly ihil in a cycle of yrun Lha stiff nf lift 
would become teute snd preeiout hu led tht 
metcliant and the prince to hoard up the ro- 
dundinct nf good year* in order to .upply the 
deficiency of bad one.. The accumulation, 
the more cultleition there hu been. It it the 
peculiar vice of Ihe sliding scale that it hu re- 
duced the moat benetleial of speculxtinnt inlo 1 
mere rut of the die. It hu taken ihe trade 
fmm the fatmer ind the merchant, ind lefi it 
in the hands of the gimblrr, While ill oilier 
buying and selling hat been regular, honest, and 



raike wmt allowance for lb* excited feelings 
of tbe intmuriilitii, ind tome deduction from 
tht fxaggerited strain of the memorial, But 
after every allowance and retry deduction, Iher* 
remilm enough of iciutl truth to Justify tht 
wirmest rtmontttinen, and exclia the mott 
painful tnxlety. During the p ut year il ap- 
pears that. 1 1 tho ugh liter* hu been only one 
cat* of miniliughtti in the eouhiy of Wul 
tneatb, tbete have bean lis of firing at lh* per- 
ton, and no fewer than fifteen of aggravated 
tauult, and thirty one of attacks on hooaea, 
while lha intlucea of threatening notice, 
iroount toeighty-four. Thru are fscu whioh 
lunlciently mrei toy objretioni railed againtt 
the interuted teatimouy of magistrate* and 
landholder! Itk) with these facts that the pub* 
lie and ihe Govern ment hare lo deal, not with 
the theotiri ot ihe tpetulaiioni of thnaa 
who peiiTion and complain. It 11 probable 
thii the migisirairt of Wettmtath, ai of other 
counties, may err in lha causes which thty 
uaigtl for the outngea of ihe putttiUy ; bul 
of the outrage! ihemielvre ihet* is no r" — 
Thete ate not fleUiinm although iheir 
may be pariislly understood; ind it It 10 
medy these, not 10 oipltlh them, lhat lha lid 
of the Eiccutiie it implored. What meant 
rnay ba devised 10 prevent a repetition of them 
it a aubject identical with the prHBrration of 
life, prup"rty. and order. It aneeta all of all 
eluiei.
